CHURCHILL ON IRISH AFFAIRS. 


! Not Worried About the "JL'lun"—I'urnoll'i* 


I 
View o( the Situation. 


LONDON*, Feb. 1.—Resuming tho debate on 


the address replying to the queen's speech, in 
tho commons Monday, Lord 
Randolph 


Churchill said regarding tbo evictions at 
Glenboigh, that tho matter appeared ia a 
light favorahlo to tho landlords, who had 
really acted most genorously. Thore was 
little, ho said, that was alarming in tho plan 
of campaign. If necessary, additional powers 
would bo granted to tho government which 
would cause a sudden and total disappear- 
ance o( tho plan. The way to maintain tho 
Union was through sound administration of 
tho law. 
When ho was a member of tlio 


government ho had tried to raako things 
easy for tlio Liberal-Unionists, but ho ad- 
admitted that ho had rogardod them as a 
kind of useful crutch. The union would 
always depend upon tho Tories. Lord Ran- 
dolph expressed the hope that tho houso 
would not follow Chamberlain's policy of 
creating in Dubliu anything in tho naturo of 
a parliament. 


Pnrno'.l's amendment to tho address reply- 


ing to the speech from tho throne sots forth that 
tho relations between tho owners and Iho oc- 
cupiers of land in Ireland have not boon seri- 
ously disturbed in tbo oases whoro those 
among thu owners havo granted to tenants 
such reductions as wore demanded by the 
prices of agricultural and pastoral produce. 
The remoJy for tho crisis in Irish agri- 
cultural affairs will not bo found in increased 
stringency ill criminal procedure, or in the 
pursuit of such novel, doubtful and uncon- 
stitutional measures as have recently been 
token by her majesty's government, but in 
such reform of tho law and system of gov- 
ornmont as will satisfy tho needs and sociit'O 
the confidence of tho Irish people. 


roudloton on Kuropean Politic*. 


NEW YORK, Fob. !.—Minister Pondloton, 


who arrived Monday from Berlin, said tho 
political situation when ho loft Germany was 
very much strained. Tho general fooling 
was one of apprehension, and immense mili- 
tarv works and armaments were proceeding 
on overj-side. Mr. Pendleton thought tho 
emperor oud Bismarck and tho mass of tho 
Gorman people wished to avoid war.

'WASHINGTON- CITY, Feb. 1.—Tho action 


takon by ilesrs. Bolmont, Clements and 
Rico, the sab-committco of tho committee ou 
foreign affairs, on tho fisheries question is 
understood to bo 03 follows: A majority of 
tho sub-committee felt that whatever course 
was taken by tho houso should bo had, in 
view of tho gravity of. tho interests involved, 
not only with tho knowledge but with tho 
full assent and active concurrence of tho ad- 
ministration.

the cream and do not keep it too cold 
sc<J churn as soon so you pan. Waah 
butter thoroughly w bile it is in vary fine 
grains, with salt and water, and salt it 
iu that way by repeated washing and 
draining to get all tbe milk out, because 
that is what spoils the batter. Pack im- 
mediately 
in the package 
while in 


the temperature of churning as it will 
pack -without destroying tbe grain of tbe 
bntter. Do not bold for a raise in tbe 
market but cell while fitsh and get the 
higheat market Jprice. " When butter is 
slow to come adil % water tbe same tem- 
perature as tba cream. If cream is very 
thick a£d some aweet skimmed milk the 
same temperature.
